Personal Perspective

A new approach to EIPH prevention 


A. biological paradox . . . Race 
horses, magnificent animals born to 
run, find themselves trapped in harm's 
way by racing. Inherently, they're ath¬ 
letes; yet, unique among all other spe¬ 
cies, horses are excessively vulnerable 
to exercise. 


Certain diseases and injuries occur¬ 
ring with a high incidence in race 
horses can be attributed directly to ex¬ 
ercise, and are termed "exertional dis¬ 
eases." Perhaps the most dreaded exer¬ 
tional disease, exercise-induced pul¬ 
monary hemorrhage (EIPH), common¬ 
ly known as "bleeding," gained in¬ 
creasing media attention at each leg of 
this year's Triple Crown. Public aware¬ 
ness of EIPH is now commonplace. 

Last summer, racing commissions 
throughout the United States learned 
that a treatment for the dreaded EIPH 
lies within reach. New drugs belonging 
to the therapeutic class hemorheological 
(hemo-rheo-logical) offer a rational sci¬ 
entific approach to the age-old 
"bleeding" disease of race horses. The 
drugs yet require FDA approval prior to 
their availability for equine use. 

Although the cause of EIPH remains 
unknown, race horses spontaneously 
acquire large numbers of abnormal red 
blood cells, echinocytes (e-kino-cites), 
during exercise. A huge body of litera¬ 
ture on human echinocytes exists, and

can be used to predict how equine echi¬ 
nocytes may contribute to EIPH. Echi¬ 
nocytes differ from normal red cells 
both in appearance and in physical 
characteristics. Instead of being a nor¬ 
mal, flexible, dished-out appearing 
disc, echinocytes typically are round¬ 
ed, rigid red cells that have projections 
distributed over their surface; they also 
aggregate (clump) abnormally. These 
characteristics, rigidity and clumping, 
cause blood difficulty in flowing 
through the tiniest blood vessels, i.e. 
capillaries. 

One of the most interesting, but det¬ 
rimental, biological characteristics of 
echinocytes involves their effect on the 
viscosity of blood. Viscosity is a mea¬ 
sure of the ease with which flow occurs 
in a liquid; the greater the viscosity, the 
slower the flow. For example, honey is 
more viscous than water because there 
is greater friction between the adjacent 
layers in flowing honey than in water. 
Abnormal red blood cells, such as echi¬ 
nocytes, increase the internal friction of 
flowing blood and, accordingly, in¬ 
crease blood viscosity. That adverse 
condition can be compared to the dif¬ 
ference between clean engine oil and 
oil that has circulated in a car's engine 
for over 10,000 miles. The old oil con¬ 
tains sludge, dirt and metallic particles, 
and is more viscous. Consequently, it

flows poorly and the engine does not 
operate efficiently. In the small vessels 
of the lung, blood of high viscosity 
would cause similar operational prob¬ 
lems to blood flow. 

This background knowledge of the 
flow characteristics of echinocytes al¬ 
lows one to construct a rational hypoth¬ 
esis on the cause of EIPH. I must em¬ 
phasize that the pulmonary circulation 
is a low pressure system (about one- 
fourth the pressure of that in other 
parts of the body), and lung blood ves¬ 
sels lack the heavy muscular covering 
contained on blood vessels of other 
body systems. At the start of exercise, a 
horse's blood viscosity increases sharp¬ 
ly for two reasons: first, the red cell pop¬ 
ulation of blood increases about 50-60 
percent due to red cells entering the cir¬ 
culation from the spleen; if all red cells 
were normal, the increase in cell 
numbers alone would increase blood 
viscosity about two-fold from the level 
before exercise; second, the mobilized 
red cells from the spleen enter the cir¬ 
culation primarily as echinocytes and 
those cells would amplify the blood vis¬ 
cosity increase to over 20-fold from that 
before exercise. 

Previous studies revealed that the 
lung blood pressure of exercising 
horses rises to very high levels even at 
low levels of exercise. Presumably, the 
excessively viscous blood (during exer¬ 
cise), in the presence of echinocytes, 
causes a "sludgy" character to lung 
blood flow; the pulmonary circulation 
would be essentially clogged with 
slowly moving blood. The increased 
volume of blood pumped to the lungs 
during exercise would exceed the 
blood's flow capability. A back-pressure 
would develop and result in an exces¬ 
sively high pressure. 

The lung blood pressure of exercis¬ 
ing horses far exceeds that achieved by 
any other species. The only biological 
variation that could explain the single¬ 
species phenomenon would be the

horse's uniqueness to echinocytosis. 
The high pressure generated presuma¬ 
bly exceeds the limit of the lung's low 
pressure system, and rupture of blood 
vessels would be inevitable. Echinocytes 
and their relationship to lung blood flow 
during exercise may be the missing link in 
our knowledge of the genesis of EIPH. 

Hemorheological therapy reduces 
blood viscosity and restores the fluidity 
of blood to normal. Overwhelming evi¬ 
dence shows that correcting the echi- 
nocyte problem would provide a ration¬ 
al answer to the horse's fragility to 
exercise, and "bleeding" could poten¬ 
tially be prevented—all because thera¬ 
py restores abnormal red cells to nor¬ 
mal and prevents echinocytes from 
developing. 

Should racing commissions allow 
hemorheological therapy? Absolutely! 
Knowing that exertion alone can cause 
diseases in race horses leaves open the

question of humane practices if anti- 
echinocytic therapy is not allowed. If 
EIPH or any of the other exertional dis¬ 
eases that plague race horses can be 
conquered, then the entire racing in¬ 
dustry would gain. The need for a pre¬ 
ventive is urgent. 

Not only can the anti-echinocytic 
mechanism of hemorheological drugs 
be explained, but also their effective¬ 
ness can be tested; they cannot "mask" 
other drugs; safety tests show they are 
innocuous; and, their usefulness in 
preventing abusive equine diseases 
caused by exercise would classify them 
as "humane." They are allowable ac¬ 
cording to the drug use rules of all 
states. 

The discovery of echinocytes opens 
research in a new science, hemorheol- 
ogy, a science dealing with the physical 
mechanics of blood cellular and plasma 
flow. There's a mountain of work to be 
done to reach the point of understand¬ 
ing the relationship between equine 
circulatory mechanics and exertional 
diseases. It could take decades at the 
current funding level of equine re¬ 
search. The racing industry can't wait 
for that! The disease abuse to race 
horses must be resolved—stat! 

Accordingly, I propose the establish¬ 
ment of a new equine research founda¬ 
tion that would support a well- 
equipped and well-staffed hemo¬ 
rheological research facility funded by 
the racing industry; its mission should 
rightly encompass continued investi¬ 
gations into the cause and treatment of 
exertional diseases. The magnitude of 
the problem warrants annual funding 
sufficient to support superior quality 
research capable of gaining world ac¬ 
claim for the U.S. racing industry. 

I would welcome the opportunity to 
establish such a foundation structured 
as a non-profit, research arm of Rheo- 
tech Labs, and affiliate with a college of 
veterinary medicine. The embryonic 
science, hemorheology, is not yet in the 
veterinary curriculum, and Rheotech 
Labs could help train equine scientists. 

I predict that EIPH can be con¬ 
quered—totally eliminated! All that's 
needed is industry support and suffi¬ 
cient time. □

Question: In what kinds of directions do 
you see the Thoroughbred industry going? 

Answer: Over the next 30 years, I 
would bet there will be changes the 
likes of which we have never seen. 

The entire structure of racing, and 
the way race horses are managed, is 
likely to change; many traditions could 
go under. 

Nothing would surprise me. I'm not 
predicting any particular thing. There 
are too many variables to be able to pre¬ 
dict what will happen. But economics— 
especially with regard to off-track bet¬ 
ting—will dictate change. 

Pari-mutuel betting is in a very com¬ 
petitive battle with other forms of gam¬ 
bling. Lotteries, casinos, river boats, 
$10,000 bingo cards . . . you name it. It's 
not so much whether we win or lose 
but where we win or lose. Racing may 
become much more concentrated geo¬ 
graphically, or the trend could be to¬ 
ward scattered but stronger tracks. 
Successful innovative tracks that cap¬ 
italize on aspects of racing that the com¬ 
petition cannot meet may become 
much stronger. Probably there will not 
be as many tracks, and that is going to 
cut the demand for horses. 

Q; Are the prospects frightening for peo¬ 
ple who have, or hope to have, a career in the 
horse industry? 

A: Not frightening—exciting. There 
will be plenty of opportunities for good 
management. I foresee a tremendous 
demand for well-trained people with 
management expertise, both on breed¬ 
ing farms and at the race tracks. Who is 
going to run all these betting shops that 
are about to be built? There will also be 
a strong market for aspiring horsemen 
with an understanding of equine nutri¬ 
tion, and reproductive physiology— 
those with experience and technical 
training. 

How do you make the most of op¬ 
portunities that are out there? Keep an 


open mind. Look around. Be adapt¬ 
able. 

Q; What about the breeding end of the 
game? Could you speculate a little bit on 
future trends? 

A: In the short run, one of the things 
we can expect to see is more direct rela¬ 
tionship between race track purses and 
the market for breeding stock and 
young horses. 

In the early 1980s, when there were 
horses selling for phenomenally large 
amounts of money, some people won¬ 
dered why no one seemed to be paying 
attention to the purses. 

The answer to that is—they were 
watching the purses. But not very 
closely! Over the last 20 years, the 
amount of dollars a horse can earn on 
the race track has gradually gone up 
and up in a nice steady curve, while the 
Thoroughbred market has gone 
through all sorts of gyrations. People 
got caught up in the game of buying 
and selling high-priced broodmares, 
yearlings, stallion shares and seasons, 
and it became a world unto itself. The 
market was rolling along on its own. 

Will a cut in the number of mares 
bred raise prices? Not necessarily. We 
are breeding fewer horses now but the 
top, middle and bottom of the market 
does not go up and down propor¬ 
tionally. We never stopped breeding 
the best mares, but when yearlings 
from some mares wouldn't bring the 
minimum commission, a great many of 
them went over the hill. That had little 
impact on the top half of the market. 
The decline at the top was reality set¬ 
ting in; speculation leaving! 

Times have changed, but an inter¬ 
esting thing to watch over the next ten 
or 20 years will be eastern Europe. 
Right now they are hungry for horses. 

The East Germans, Poles, Czechs, 
Hungarians and eastern Russians all 
have traditions of great horsemen. As 
market systems develop in those coun¬ 


tries, a strong market for horses could 
develop. Of course they don't have any 
hard currency yet; they'd have to trade 
in-kind. 

I wouldn't go out and buy brood¬ 
mares right now with the idea of selling 
the foals in eastern Europe. The mares 
would probably be dead by the time all 
this happens. But if those countries are 
successful in making the transition to 
market-oriented economies, buying 
and selling Thoroughbreds could be¬ 
come a totally international game. 

Q; Do you see off-track betting as a 
threat to the breeding industry? 

A: OTB, as it is being proposed in 
Maryland, would not be a threat as long 
as all of the simulcasting were done 
from Laurel and Pimlico. The same 
number of live races would be run, and 
the same number of horses would be 
required to put on the show. 

Inter-state off-track wagering—si¬ 
mulcasting of entire race cards from 
out-of-state tracks—is a different story. 
The cost of conducting live races is tre¬ 
mendous, and some smaller tracks 
throughout the country may decide 
they'd do just as well by taking a signal 
(receiving simulcasts). 

It's something to watch. Once states 
start getting revenue that way, it is im¬ 
possible for them to give it up. You can 
talk about all the economic advantages 
that Thoroughbred breeding brings to a 
state. But there are no direct taxes on 
breeding, the way there are on wager¬ 
ing. 

I'm concerned about what this could 
do to the demand for horses. If we're 
not careful, a great deal of the demand 
could slip away. □

Northern Raja only made one start (he finished 
third) before suffering a career-ending injury, but 
his pedigree was of such quality that he earned a 
chance at stud. 

For starters, he is by Raja Baba, a regally bred 
son of the great racehorse and sire Bold Ruler 
(eight-time leading North American sire), who was 
himself a good racehorse and even better sire. Raja 
Baba led the North American general sire list in 
1980, and was consistently among the top stallions 
of the 1980s. Raja Baba has more than 40 sons at 
stud, including the successful young sire Well 
Decorated, and promises to be a sire of sires as well 
as a top broodmare sire. 

Northern Raja’s female family matches that of 
his male side, his dam being the classy Northern 
Dancer filly North of Venus, a multiple stakes 
winner and stakes producer who comes from a 
family of black-type specialists. 

With that pedigree background, it’s no surprise 
that Northern Raja, with only six relatively small 
crops of racing age has amply demonstrated his 
ability to get horses who bring home the bacon. 
Three-fourths of his starters are winners, among 
them Amy Be Good, winner of $263,688 with wins 
in the $200,(XX) Barbara Fritchie Gill at Laurel and 
second in the $100,000 Bed O' Roses GIl at 
Aqueduct; plus Ringing, winner of the Ryland 
Group Maryland Turf Stakes and $159,100 in career 
earnings, and Seventh Venus, winner of the Suebee 
Handicap and the Bryan Field Stakes. Northern 
Raja, with only limited opportunity, has sired the 
winners of more than $1,230,(XX), with average 
earnings per starter of over $26,000. The Northern 
Rajas pay the bills, and sometimes much more.

Fly Till Dawn soars high 
in Budweiser International

Asked if it would be accurate to call Fly Till Dawn's 
victory in the $750,000-guaranteed Budweiser Interna- 
tional-Gl the highlight of her career as an owner, Jo¬ 
sephine T. Gleis burst out laughing. 

"Definitely!" answered the slightly jet-lagged but 
jubilant lady from Newport Beach, Calif. 

This year's International lost some of its luster due to 
its scheduling one week before the Breeders' Cup. But 
it was still, after all, the International. 

Nine runners—six representing the U.S., two 
France and one England—started in the world-re¬ 
nowned turf event, which had its 39th running at Lau¬ 
rel on October 21. 

The favorite was Sheikh Mohammed al Maktoum's 
Creator (GB), who won five consecutive Group 1 and 
Group 2 stakes in France in 1989 and '90. Although he 
had gone without a victory in his last three tries. Cre¬ 
ator (who represented France in the International) had 
figured prominently in the Prix Dollar-G2 at Long- 
champ in his most recent start, on October 6. 

Also receiving strong backing was the British entry 
Batshoof (Ire), owned by Muttar Salem. Saddled for 
the International by prominent California-based train-

er Neil Drysdale, 4-year-old Batshoof was one of the 
best of his division in England this year, with two 
Group 2 victories. 

Heading the U.S. contingent was Maryland-bred 
Ten Keys. Charles Linhoss's runner finished fifth in 
last year's International won by Caltech. This year Lin- 
hoss and trainer Michael Pino were looking for an even 
bigger effort from the 6-year-old son of Sir Ivor Again. 

Two of the starters were millionaires. And both— 
Ten Keys ($1,209,211) and My Big Boy ($1,196,654>— 
had earned checks in last year's Budweiser Internation¬ 
al. Heidi Doubleday's My Big Boy, trained by Shug 
McGaughey, finished fourth in 1989. 

All but one of the entries (Aksar) was already a 
graded/group stakes winner. 

Fly Till Dawn, a 4-year-old gray colt by Swing Till 
Dawn, was a recent C^rade 1 winner on the turf. But 
few people, including Mrs. Gleis, believed he would 
end up being the 20th U.S. entry to win the Interna¬ 
tional. "I looked around at all those beautiful horses, 
and wondered what we were doing there," said the 
owner, who bred Fly Till Dawn in Kentucky. 

Fly Till Dawn's previous claim to fame had come in 
the Grade 1 Eddie Read Handicap at Del Mar on Au¬ 
gust 12. He won by a head, defeating Classic Fame and 
future Arlington Million-Gl winner Golden Pheasant. 

But his career before that was nothing extraordin¬ 
ary. As a 3-year-old he'd barely managed to cover his 
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own expenses. His only 1989 victory was a $32,000 
maiden claiming race at Santa Anita in January. 

Although his record improved dramatically when 
trainer Darrell Vienna switched him to the turf last 
spring, Fly Till Dawn had only one stakes try before 
the Eddie Read—the restricted Fiesta Handicap at Hol¬ 
lywood Park in June, in which he was second by a neck 
to Live the Dream. Following the Eddie Read, he'd had 
two Grade 2 appearances on the turf in California. 
Neither was impressive. Fly Till Dawn finished eighth 
in the Del Mar Invitational on September 3 and third in 
the Col. F.W. Koester Handicap on October 7. 

Could the colt improve on those performances in 
the International? The key, recognized Vienna, would 


be getting him to relax. "It wasn't the (mile and three- 
eighths) distance that cost him in the Del Mar Invita¬ 
tional," commented the trainer, who had watched Fly 
Till Dawn dash to a six-length lead in the California 
race, and give way at the end. "It was the fact that he 
went too fast." 

"We knew he needed a strong rider to help him 
settle down," said Mrs. Gleis. "And we were fortunate 
to have Laffit Pincay in the International." 

Fortune accompanied Fly Till Dawn every step of 
the way. Rated behind the early pacesetter Double 
Booked, he swept to the lead on the outside near the 
three-sixteenths pole and drew away to win by a length 
and a quarter. The winning time (2:01 Vs over a firm 





course) set a new stakes record for the International at 
its present distance. (The race was shortened from a 
mile and a half to a mile and a quarter in 1986.) 

Fly Till Dawn's mutuel payoff, $36.20, was the 
fourth highest in International history. 

Runner-up was the French filly Ode, a 4-year-old 
daughter of Lord Avie owned and bred (in Kentucky) 
by Allez France Stable. Next, in order of finish, were 
Creator, Batshoof, Double Booked, Ten Keys, My Big 
Boy, Aksar and Phantom Breeze (Ire). 

"I can't tell you how glad I was that we came here, 
rather than run in the Breeders' Cup," remarked Mrs. 
Gleis. "He was nominated to both; he probably would 
have gone in the Breeders' Cup Mile."

A major shareholder in Smith Kline Beacham Phar¬ 
maceuticals, Mrs. Gleis has owned race horses for 
about ten years. She lives in "a yachting community, 
about an hour and a half south of Los Angeles," and 
also has two apartments in Kentucky. "It's been a 
struggle," she said of her horse-owning career. "I've 
had some wins, but no graded wins until the Eddie 
Read." 

Mrs. Gleis bred Fly Till Dawn from the Carwhite 
mare Flying Fortress (Fr), whom she purchased pri¬ 
vately in France several years ago. Flying Fortress's 
female family is not distinguished, and she herself 
raced for three years, winning only two races and 
$14,831. Fly Till Dawn is her first foal. 

Explaining how she arranged the mating that pro¬ 
duced the International winner, Mrs. Gleis said she 
used to own a share in Swing Till Dawn. A student of 
pedigrees, Mrs. Gleis liked Swing Till Dawn's sire 
’^Grey Dawn II ("He has that ^Mahmoud blood, and 
’^Mahmoud means speed"). But ’^Grey Dawn II was out 
of her price range. 

"Really, what convinced me was Swing Till Dawn's 
dam. Swinging Lizzie," she added. Swinging Lizzie 
(by The Axe II), bred in Maryland at Sagamore Farm by 
John A. Bell, was the champion Maryland-bred 2-year- 
old filly in 1970. She is also the dam of the good current 
5-year-old Lively One (by Halo). 

’^Mahmoud appears three generations back on both 
sides of Fly Till Dawn's pedigree. (The Axe II was sired 
by ^Mahmoud, as was ’^Grey Dawn ITs dam Polamia.) 

Mrs. Gleis, who has about 15 horses altogether (in¬ 
cluding three broodmares and five in training with 
Darrell Vienna), boards Flying Fortress along with her 
other mares at Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Lotz's 
Briarbrooke Farm near Paris, Ky. The mare has also 
produced a 3-year-old full brother to Fly Till Dawn, 
Dawn's Flyer, who sold for $7,000 at the 1988 Keene- 
land Fall sale; a 2-year-old Pass the Tab filly. Baby Take a 
Bow, who is still owned by Mrs. Gleis but has yet to 
make her first start; and a yearling colt by L'Emigrant. 
Not bred for 1990, she is in foal to Marfa, and will 
probably be bred back to Relaunch, Mrs. Gleis report¬ 
ed. 

"I feel extremely lucky," said Mrs. Gleis, who had 
never raced a horse in Maryland prior to the Interna¬ 
tional. "I have friends who have been in this business a 
long time and never had a Grade 1 winner." 

There was a precedent for the win, however. Mrs. 
Gleis, her husband Gene Gleis, daughter Marilyn 
Hausman, sister Mary Marx and friend Joan Hadley 
were the fourth winning owner's entourage in a row to 
sit in the box normally reserved for William T. Fitzgib- 
bons, a Baltimore roofing contractor. 

Box seat holders in his area move out on Internation¬ 
al day so that track management can play host to peo- 
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pie running horses in the big event, Mr. Fitzgibbons 
explained. By the luck of the draw, every winning 
owner since 1987 has sat in his seats. "I went down and 
visited them before the race, and told them they were 
going to win, because they had the lucky spot," added 
Fitzgibbons, who watched his own filly Arctic Cloud 
win several stakes in 1987 and '88. "They were very 
excited. They invited me to join their victory celebra¬ 
tion—but this was their race, not mine." 

■ Supporting features of Laurel's two-day Internation¬ 
al Turf Festival lived up to the name. 

Both 2-year-old races were won by French represen¬ 
tatives with truly international backgrounds. Selima 
Stakes-G3 winner Tycoon's Drama (by Last Tycoon- 
Ire—Drama by Sir Ivor) was bred in Ireland by her 
owner Richard Strauss, a Dallas, Tex., real estate exec¬ 
utive. A two-time winner in France under the tutelage 
of French trainer Robert Collet, Tycoon's Drama (the 
2-1 favorite in the Selima) rallied to a half-length victo¬ 
ry over longshot Irish Linnet. Ryehill Farm's Bursting, 
a Maryland-bred daughter of Caveat trained by local 
horseman Bill Boniface, finished a game third. 

Victory in the Laurel Futurity-G3 went to River Traf¬ 
fic, a Kentucky-bred son of Irish River (Fr)—Bally 
Knockan by Exclusive Native. Also a come-from-be- 
hind favorite. River Traffic had raced in France, finish¬ 
ing second in the Prix du Haras de la Huderie and third 
in the Prix Eclipse-G3. He is owned by Henri Chalhoub 
and trained by John Hammond. River Traffic scored by 
a neck over frontrunning Fourstars Allstar who also 
ran a powerful race. Rokeby Stables's homebred Share 
the Glory finished third. 

■ The Selima and Laurel Futurity (each with a 
$300,000-guaranteed purse) led off the program, as 
usual, on Saturday. But there were some changes in the 
Turf Festival. The 2-year-old races are now Grade 3 
events. The two supporting features on Sunday —the 
$300,000 All Along Stakes-G2 and $250,000-guaran- 
teed Laurel Dash-G3—had graded status for the first 
time. 

Foresta, under a strong drive from jockey Angel 
Cordero, edged out local entry Miss Josh by a nose in 
the All Along. A 4-year-old daughter of Alydar—Hard¬ 
ly by Rock Talk, Foresta is owned by John Ed Anthony's 
Loblolly Stable and trained by Tom Bohannon. Miss 
Josh, trained by Barclay Tagg, races for Bonner Farm, 
the stable name of the George E. Rowand family, of 
Orlean, Va. 

Roman Prose (Ire), a 39-1 longshot representing 
France, gained ground at the end and thwarted favor¬ 
ed Ron's Victory by a neck to capture the Laurel Dash. 
Owned by H.C. Seymour and trained by Jonathan 
Pease, Roman Prose is a 5-year-old gelding by Sallust— 
Mothers Girl by Huntercombe. 

■ Total attendance at Laurel and the Pimlico simulcast

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Gala stakes winners 
continue for Levitons

Owners Gertrude and Leonard (Skip) Leviton 
have lots of gala memories. Gala Lil, Gala Double, Gala 
jubilee, Gala Forecast, Gala Harry . . . 

But nothing beats having two current 2-year-old 
stakes winners. 

"It was the most exciting thing that's happened to us 
in almost 20 years of racing," commented Mrs. Leviton 
after their colt Gala Spinaway and filly Gala Goldilocks 
each won unrestricted stakes at Laurel within a ten-day 
span this fall. 

The Levitons, who live in Atlantic City, N.J., are a 
familiar name in Maryland racing. Longtime clients of 
trainer Bernie Bond and Glade Valley Farms, they've 
had at least 12 stakes winners, and dozens upon doz¬ 
ens of winners—almost all stamped with the gala 
trademark. 

Gala is an acronym combining the first letters of the 
Levitons' first names and those of their daughter and 
son-in-law: Gertrude, Ann, Leonard and Adam. 

For 75-year-old Skip Leviton, who retired seven 
years ago as the owner of a wholesale beverage distrib¬ 
uting company, it was all a matter of finding the right 
formula. "We attribute most of our success to Bernie 
Bond and the Leonards (Dr. Robert A. Leonard, man¬ 
aging partner of Glade Valley Farms, and his wife Nan¬ 
cy)," says Mr. Leviton. "I know it's a game of luck, but 
we honestly believe we have the best trainer of 2-year- 
olds in the country." 

Gala Goldilocks, who gave the Levitons their most 
recent stakes win when she captured the Cameo 
Stakes on October 8, and Gala Spinaway, whose victo¬ 
ry came in the Bimelech Stakes on September 30, have 
done nothing to dispute that claim. Bond, still with the 
master's touch at age 73, sent each out to place in stakes 
last summer (for race records, see stakes write-ups on 
pages 53 and 54). And both have started five times 
without ever finishing out of the money. 

Mr. Leviton's association with Bond and the 
Leonards started in 1973. "Td had a few horses in part¬ 


nership before that; our trainer was Buddy Delp," he 
recalls. "Then the partnership dissolved, and I got out 
altogether. One day I went to the races at Monmouth 
and bumped into Bernie. We got to talking, and he told 
me about a 2-year-olds in training sale that was coming 
up at Timonium. I said I was definitely interested. 

"Bernie's response was: 'Are you coming to look, or 
to buy?' And I said, 'Bernie, let me put it to you this 
way—if I were looking, I wouldn't know what I was 
seeing.' 

"He and I attended the sale together, but Bernie 
seemed to think everything was overpriced. We were 
standing there talking, and along came Doc Leonard. 
He mentioned that he had three 2-year-olds for sale on 
the farm. The next weekend Bernie and I went to Glade 
Valley and bought all three." 

Included in the package was Gala Double (by Spring 
Double), whom Bond developed into a multiple stakes 
winner of $173,423. 

That colt's achievements were pale in comparison to 
those of his full sister. Gala Lil, who came along the 
following year. Still the best runner the Levitons have 
campaigned. Gala Lil (out of the ^Rasper II mare Right 
as Rain) won eight stakes and earned $354,368. She 
was Maryland's champion handicap female in 1976. 
When her racing career ended, the Levitons sold the 
daughter of Spring Double at the 1977 Keeneland Fall 
Mixed sale for $325,000—the fourth highest price at 
that auction, and an amount that exceeded their grand¬ 
est expectations. 

"We still talk about her the most," says Mrs. Levi¬ 
ton. "Gala Lil was certainly special, and I hated to see 
her go. But when the bidding got up to $300,000, I 
didn't feel so bad." 

Other stakes winners campaigned by the Levitons 
have been Call the King ($178,744), Gala Harry 
($172,518), who went on to stand at stud in Maryland, 
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Prefix "Gala" which the Levitons use 
in naming most of their horses 
is an acronym of the family's names: 
Gertrude, daughter Ann, Leonard and 
son-in-law Adam Schwartz. Young 
Schwartzes are Erika and Blake. 




















Gala Forecast ($123,638), Gala Jubilee, Gala de Oro, 
Gala Decade, Gala Occasion and Gala Image. 

Through it all. Skip Leviton has remained a model 
owner. "Bernie never told me how to sell beer, and I 
never told him how to train horses." 

Next to their grandchildren, however, horses are 
the Levi tons' main interest in life. They have six cur¬ 
rently in training (five 2-year-olds and Gala Spinaway's 
3-year-old half-sister Gala Runaway, who has won 
more than $50,000). Three yearlings are at the Webb 
Carroll Training Center in St. Matthews, S.C. "Webb 
(Carroll) is someone else we rely on heavily," says Mr. 
Leviton. "He educates all our young horses, and se¬ 
lects the ones we buy at auction in Kentucky." 

Although they do occasionally buy outside blood¬ 
lines, the vast majority of the Levitons' horses are 
foaled and raised at Glade Valley. Most are Glade Val- 
ley-breds, whom they purchase as young racing pros¬ 
pects. But 15 years ago the Levitons also started breed¬ 
ing a few of their own. Their broodmares have all been 
year-round boarders at the Frederick (Md.) establish¬ 
ment. 

G & L Enterprises, the Levitons' breeding entity, 
has bred two stakes winners: Gala Goldilocks and her 
full sister Gala de Oro, a foal of 1983, who won the 
Heavenly Cause and What a Summer Stakes as a 


2-year-old, and also placed second in the Abrogate and 
Resolution Stakes. 

The dam of those two fillies, 11-year-old Gala Goldie 
(by Jungle Savage), is one of two broodmares currently 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Leviton. Bred by Glade Valley 
and raced by the Levitons, Gala Goldie was not stakes 
caliber. She won four times in allowance and medium- 
priced claiming company as a 2-year-old and retired 
with earnings of $23,570. But her three foals to race are 
all stakes horses. In addition to Gala de Oro and Gala 
Goldilocks, she is the dam of Gala Gold Dust (a 1984 
colt by Rollicking), a multiple stakes-placed earner of 
$246,242. 

The Levitons' other mare is Gala Gert, a 9-year-old 
daughter of Rollicking, who has had only one foal to 
race: Gala Erika (by Thirty Eight Paces), a winner of 
$25,214. 

Both mares are in foal for next season—Gala Goldie 
to Rollicking and Gala Gert to Oh Say. 

Any way you look at it, the Levitons' experiences in 
the horse business can be considered a success. "In the 
beginning, I was looking for something to get me away 
from the beer business morning, noon and night," 
says Mr. Leviton. 

A native of Camden, N.J., Leviton made his entire 
professional career in the beverage distributing busi- 
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ness. He served a three and a half year stint in the 
Army, right after high school, then bought a small 
company in Cape May County. ''It was next to nothing 
when I bought it," he says. Eventually S & S Beverage 
Co. became the exclusive distributor of Heineken, Am- 
stel, Schlitz and Old Milwaukee beers in three south¬ 
ern New Jersey counties. 

Living in Atlantic City—for the past 25 years Mr. 
and Mrs. Leviton have made their home in an ocean- 
front apartment at the Plaza, right on the boardwalk— 
Leviton had plenty of opportunities to attend the 
races. 

"A friend of mine owned the motel where Bud Delp 
would stay when he came to Atlantic City," Leviton 
recalls. "One day Buddy got to talking to us, and he 
said 'Hey, just for the heck of it, why don't you let me 
claim you a horse?' We told him to go ahead, and left 
everything up to him. 

"One night I was working late. My friend called and 
said Buddy had just claimed us a horse; I said fine. 
Three days later, 1 got a call from one of my good cus¬ 
tomers. 'Somebody has claimed my horse/ said the guy. 
'Was it you?' It was unreal. Out of 2,000 horses. I'd 
managed to take one that belonged to one of my own 
customers."

That didn't prove to be a serious setback for Mr. 
Leviton. Selling his wife on the idea was another story. 
"I told him I wanted a boat," says Mrs. Leviton, with a 
laugh. "My husband has no love of the water. One day 
he came home and said 'Here, instead of a boat. I've 
bought you a horse.' " 

Mr. Leviton picks up the story: "Then I told her, 
your first horse got lonely, so I bought you another 
one." 

Over the years, Mrs. Leviton has gone with her hus¬ 
band to watch nearly all their horses run. "I've always 
been an animal lover," she says. "I call them my babies; 
in the beginning I used to get too attached to them." 

Mrs. Leviton grew up on the boardwalk in Wild¬ 
wood, N.J., where her family was in the candy manu¬ 
facturing business. She attended Temple business 
school before marrying her husband—50 years ago 
this fall. "We're trying to think of a name for one of our 
horses, in honor of our anniversary."

If Mr. Leviton has any regrets, it's the fact that their 
only child, Ann, did not turn out to be a racing fan. 
After graduating from American University, in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., Ann settled in the Maryland suburbs of 
Washington. She and her husband, Adam Schwartz, 
who owns and operates the Jerry's fast food chain, live 
in Potomac with their two children: Blake, 9, and Erika, 
4. "My grandson, Blake, is the only one who's really 
interested in the horses," says Mr. Leviton. "He loves 
to go with me in the mornings to watch them train." 

With their family, and their racing stable, based in 
Maryland, Mr. and Mrs. Leviton make frequent trips 
back and forth. They have an apartment in Rockville 
(Md.). But moving their horses to New Jersey, or their 
home to Maryland, is not something they've seriously 
considered. "We love living in Atlantic City. That's our 
home, and it's convenient to everything," says Mrs. 
Leviton. "And Maryland racing has been so good to 
us; we wouldn't change a thing." □

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Harry Isaacs 
remembered 
Joe Hickey

D ob Maisel, later Sunpapers sports editor, was 
knuckling down to his ''Morning After" column when 
the phone jarred his concentration. 

"Bob, this is Harry Isaacs. I'm at a party and I 
wonder if you can do me a favor," the caller said. 

Oh no, not another one of those barroom wagers 
like who caught Rex Barney's no-hitter, mused the 
newspaperman. 

"I've got a horse in the Santa Anita Handicap and I 
wonder if you can tell me how he ran. Name's Intent," 
continued Isaacs. 

"Sure thing, hold on," replied Maisel. 

It was 1952, before the age of electronic computers 
and such. Maisel walked across the room to the bank of 
wire service machines and threaded the tape through 
his fingers. Then, finding the result, he returned to his 
desk and picked up the phone. 

"You are in luck, Harry. Intent won." 

A cheer went up, and after a "many thanks," Isaacs 
rejoined his party and Maisel went back to his type¬ 
writer. 

Later, the sports wire bell sounded. Correction: In¬ 
tent disqualified in Santa Anita Handicap for impeding 
*Miche in stretch, placed second. *Miche awarded first mon¬ 
ey of $104,100 in richest prize of California winter racing 
season. 


Noting the disqualification and anxious to set the 
record straight—as troubling as it was—Maisel called 
Isaacs' home several times, but got no answer. 

Still partying, no doubt. 

Despite Maisel's best efforts, Isaacs went to bed that 
night thinking he had won the richest race of his ca¬ 
reer. Talk about mornings after! 

Isaacs, master of Brookfield Farm who died at his 
Glyndon home at the age of 86 on September 23, got a 
hundred grander he could keep when Intent's son In¬ 
tentionally won the 1958 Pimlico Futurity. Could it be 
32 years since I filed that story for The Blood-Horse? 

I can see him now, as happy as he must have been 
sad that long ago morning after. Nattily attired in fe¬ 
dora and Chesterfield coat, Isaacs was on a roll. His 
star colt had won a matched set of futurities, having 
knocked off previously undefeated First Landing in 
the Belmont Futurity. 

It was a great day for the home team. Neither First 
Landing, ’^Tomy Lee nor Sword Dancer was eligible for 
the Pimlico Futurity, and there was no provision for 
supplemental entry. There was no championship at 
stake—only $168,020, at that time the second richest 
purse in the world. 

Though his clothing manufacturing business, I.C. 
Isaacs & Co., founded by his father, had plants in Mil- 
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ford, Del., and in Mississippi, Isaacs resided at 55-acre 
Brookfield Farm, then located in Stevenson. 

Baltimore-bred Edward I. Kelly trained Inten¬ 
tionally. Kelly had begun his track career 20 years ear¬ 
lier, walking hots at Pimlico. Asked how the long-term 
Isaacs/Kelly association began, the owner quipped, 
"He was beating me so often, I thought it best to get 
him on my side." 

After the Futurity, Kelly said of Intentionally: "He's 
got good action, very smooth and even, and he runs 
straight. (The latter remark may have alluded to Intent, 
who tended to drift out in his races.) He looks like he 
ought to last a while." 

And last he did. Racing until he was 6, Intentionally 
was as rapid as his sire was long-winded. Intent twice 
won the mile and three-quarter San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap. Intentionally was voted champion sprinter 
at 3, after equaling Swaps' mile world record of 1:33Vs. 
Sold for syndication to Tartan Farms, he ran his last 
three races in McKnight livery under the tutelage of 
John Nerud. 

At stud. Intentionally sired champion sprinter Ta 
Wee, a filly, among his 20 stakes winners, but his 
prominence today is due mostly to his son In Reality, 
sire of 75 stakes winners. 

A lifelong bachelor and never one to seek the lime¬ 
light, Isaacs was a major force in American breeding 
and racing for 50 years. He entered the sport in 1939, 
through the auspices of Hall of Fame trainer Max 
Hirsch, who instilled patience, among other attri¬ 
butes, in the neophyte owner. It's well that he did, for 
Isaacs waited four years before winning his first race. 


Just as Edward R. Bradley patterned his Idle Hour 
Farm breeding operations after James R. Keene's Cas- 
tleton Stud, Harry Z. Isaacs espoused the theories of 
Bradley. 

The latter, who once proudly declared before a com¬ 
mittee of the U.S. Senate that his profession was that of 
a "gambler," bred for speed and more speed. For all 
that, Bradley was nonetheless rewarded with four Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winners among the 127 stakes winners 
(including 15 champions) he bred between 1905 and 
1946. However, his two best runners. Blue Larkspur 
and Bimelech, failed to win the Derby prize. 

Isaacs, who'd owned steeplechasers briefly, started 
out by purchasing a package of eight horses from 
Bradley's Idle Hour. They weren't much account on the 
track, but several served the Baltimorean well at stud. 

A keen student of bloodlines whose horses were 
anything but a Saturday afternoon diversion, Isaacs 
was just short of being obsessed with the Fair Play 
male line. "It gave us immortal Man o' War," he coun¬ 
seled. 

Though Triple Crown winner War Admiral was 
Man o' War's most proficient son on the track, it was 
left to War Relic to reinforce a faltering male line 
through Intent to Intentionally to In Reality, who is 
inbred 3X3 to War Relic. That family is as current as the

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latest Kentucky Derby-Gl and Breeders' Cup Classic- 
Gl, both won by In Reality's great-grandson Un¬ 
bridled. 

While Intentionally and Intent shone most brightly 
in the Brookfield firmament, trainer Eddie Kelly sad¬ 
dled scores of winners for his longterm employer who 
always insisted, "Tell me like it is." 

Bradley gave all his runners names that began with 
the letter B; Isaacs followed suit with his own first ini¬ 
tial, 1. Among his stakes winners were Is Proud, Im¬ 
promptu, Infatuation, Inbalance, Is Your Pleasure, Im- 
acomin and Isaduchess. 

His first added-money winner, Itsabet, won the 
1947 Garden State Stakes. His latest. I'm Sky High, a 
4-year-old son of I Enclose, captured the Stuyvesant 
Handicap-G3 on October 26, 1990, at Belmont Park. 

Itsabet became Mr. Isaacs' foundation mare, pro¬ 
ducing stakes winners Ifabody and Isendu. 

In all, the master of Brookfield bred 42 stakes win¬ 
ners, 36 of whom raced in his colors. 

At the time of his death, Mr. Isaacs had about 80 
horses, including some 25 in training with Kelly at 
Belmont Park. Although he continued to make his 
home in Maryland, he did not keep any horses at his 
estate on Mantua Mill Road in Glyndon. His 20-23 
broodmares were boarded at Bill O'Neill's Circle O 
Farm in Paris, Ky., as well as several farms in Florida. 

All of the horses will be dispersed. But Mr. Isaacs, 
who left no heirs, planned a legacy of another sort. 
Three years ago, he purchased Long Branch Farm in 
Millwood, Va., placed it in a permanent land preserva¬ 
tion program and proceeded to make major improve¬ 
ments in the property, adding a $1,000,000 barn, two 
tenant houses and 14 miles of fencing. The farm served 
as a nursery for his young horses, who were shipped 
there from Kentucky as weanlings, and as an R&R 
center for his racing stock. 

The main house at Long Branch, which dates to 
1811, is one of the few existing private homes associ¬ 
ated with Benjamin Latrobe, known as the father of 
American architecture. Built on land originally 
granted to Robert (King) Carter by Lord Fairfax in 
1730, Long Branch remained in the Carter-Burwell- 
Nelson family until 1957, when the late Abram S. 
Hewitt acquired it. Mr. Isaacs completely restored the 
house, furnished it with museum-quality antiques 
and built a matching wing to complement the original 
one. He also established a foundation that will contin¬ 
ue to maintain the house, and keep it open to the pub¬ 
lic for tours, explained farm manager Bill Patterson, 
who added that the future of Long Branch as a horse 
facility is undecided. 

Like the true sportsman he was, Mr. Isaacs also es¬ 
tablished a trust for the employees who took care of his 
horses, to provide for them throughout the remainder 
of their lifetimes. □

"At 
the end of September he sold me all his 
horses." 

Robb became Jack Owens's trainer 
soon after the retired southern Mary¬ 
land businessman bought his first 
horse in the early 1980s. The owner/ 
trainer relationship was solidified with 
the purchase of a 2-year-old named Lit¬ 
tle Bold John for $30,000 in 1984. As of 
this year, the John Alden gelding has 
posted 25 stakes wins (he is ranked sec¬ 
ond behind champion steeplechaser 
Elkridge on the Maryland-bred leaders

list for most stakes victories) and 
earned $1,852,276, the majority while 
running in Owens's colors. 

Owens's total horse holdings—pur¬ 
chased by Robb in a package deal— 
consisted of 14 horses, including three 
full sisters to Little Bold John (a wean¬ 
ling, yearling and 2-year-old named 
Bold Juana) and their dam. Little Bold 
Sphinx. 

The broodmares and young horses 
were year-round boarders at Robb's 15- 
acre Hidden Hill Farm in Edgewater, so 
their routine will remain the same. 

Little Bold Sphinx is due to foal to 
John Alden next spring. 

The purchase also included a stal¬ 
lion: Alden's Ace, a stakes-winning son 
of John Alden who stood his first sea¬ 
son this past spring at Liberty Run 
Farm in Sykesville; and Owens's share 
in John Alden, who stands at Bonita 
Farm near Darlington. 

Boginod 

When Dr. Alvin 1. Kay of Potomac 
(Md.) started out in the Thoroughbred 
business 21 years ago, he enlisted the 
help of the late Humphrey S. Finney. 

Asked to select a few broodmares, 
Finney—former MHBA field secretary 
and Fasig-Tipton president—pur¬ 
chased three prospects for the neo¬ 
phyte breeder. 

Proangle, from the first crop of 
Maryland's leading 2-year-old sire Al¬ 
len's Prospect out of Table Angle, by 
Angle Light, is a descendant of one of 
those three original mares. The chest¬ 
nut filly, trained by Carlos Garcia, dis¬ 
tinguished herself in just two starts this 
past summer—winning a maiden spe¬ 
cial in her debut in June (to become her 
sire's first winner), then placing second 
to stablemate Devilish Touch in the 
Toddler Breeders' Cup Stakes run at 
Laurel in July. Devilish Touch has since 
won a graded stakes, while Proangle 
has been on the sidelines. 

''She fractured the front of the left 
fore cannon bone during the running of 


the Toddler," reports Dr. Kay of his 
third generation homebred. "The frac¬ 
ture wasn't any bigger than a quarter- 
inch and, luckily, the day after surgery 
she was out being hand walked. Carlos 
has been taking his time with her— 
she's a good sized filly, standing 16.1 
hands—and we're hoping she'll be 
ready to run again in January or Febru¬ 
ary." 

Dr. Kay owns all his horses in part¬ 
nership with his son-in-law. Dr. Csaba 
Magassy, campaigning under the name 
Boginod Farm. (Boginod is a contrac¬ 
tion of the names of three dogs which 
Dr. Kay and his wife owned during the 
1940s—Bonnie, Ginger and Odim. 
"They were all three good dogs, and we 
wanted to remember them in our own 
way," recalled the doctor in a Mary¬ 
land Horse article in 1976.) 

Boginod has three horses at the 
track, all with Garcia. ''Carlos has 
trained my horses since 1973," states 
Dr. Kay. "He trained Bold Brat, my first 
stakes winner, to win over $200,000 
back in the mid-1970s.'' 

Boginod has bred a few mares every 
year, never having more than four or 
five at one time. But the number will be 
cut back after this fall's Keeneland No¬ 
vember Breeding Stock sale. Two of the 
four mares owned by the farm— 
Abraxis, a stakes-placed winner and 
multiple stakes producer in foal to 
Danzatore, and Lazy One, a stakes pro¬ 
ducer in foal to Slewpy—were being of¬ 
fered in November. 

Boginod has one foal due next 
spring. "Table Angle is in foal to Carni- 
valay, in whom we own a share," Dr. 
Kay reports. ''We will send her to 
Country Life Farm to foal and breed her 
back to Allen's Prospect. We have one 
other mare, Buckabrax, by Buckfinder 
out of Abraxis, who is not in foal but 
will be bred to Carnivalay in 1991." Bo¬ 
ginod's mares are now boarded at Dr. 
Fritz Howard's Meadowville Farms in 
Warrenton, Va., but they will be re¬ 
turned to Maryland to foal.

But Bayard Sharp's colt, who had just finished a lu¬ 
crative second in the Molson Million-G2, does not do his 
best running in the mud.

Next, in order of finish, came Manlove, Mah- 
velous Matt, Real Tough, Tigors, Silver Vein and Perfect 
Habit. The winner paid $8.40. 

Bred by Jim Ryan's Ryehill Farm, Temper Time has 
had an unusual career. Sold as a yearling in the Keeneland 
January sales for $40,000, and resold at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Select Two-Year-Olds in Training sale to his 
owner Sam Morrell for $60,000, he has earned $173,530. 
But he has won only two races. Last February he broke his 
maiden in Laurel's Goss L. Stryker Stakes. 

Temper Time, by Kentucky stallion Temperence Hill, 
is the third, and by far best, foal from his dam. Time On 
End (a daughter of Timeless Moment). A half-sister to 
four stakes horses, including Bionic Babe ($102,188) and 
multiple graded stakes-placed Turnbuckle, Time On End 
was sold in foal to Temperence Hill at the 1988 Ryehill 
Farm dispersal for $12,000.

Worthington Winner seems to have found his niche. 
The 3-year-old Lord Gaylord colt who races for his breed¬ 
er, David P. Reynolds, finished a strong second in the All 
Maryland Handicap on Maryland Million Day, his first try 
on the turf. 


Six weeks later he scored an impressive upset on the 
turf at Meadowlands, capturing the Palisades Breeders' 
Cup by six and a half lengths over a competitive field that 
included runner-up Ross's Warning. Worthington Win¬ 
ner paid $33.60 for his first stakes victory. 

A big colt who "looks like he might like the grass," in 
the words of Mr. Reynolds' nephew-in-law Duck Martin, 
Worthington Winner is the 27th stakes winner to repre¬ 
sent his sire, who stands at Duck and Glennie Martin's 
Worthington Farms in Glyndon (Md.). 

Remarkably, Worthington Winner is also a fifth gen¬ 
eration homebred for Mr. Reynolds, Glennie's uncle and 
the retired president of the Reynolds Metals Company, in 
Richmond, Va. It has been an illustrious equine family. 
The 1961 mare Swoon Bread (by Swoon's Son), bred by 
David Reynolds in partnership with his brother Richard 
and Warner L. Jones, produced Small Loaf. Best known as 
the dam of major stakes winners Small Raja and Clever 
Secret (the latter of whom is now at stud at Corbett Farm), 
Small Loaf was also the dam of Worthington Winner's 
granddam Maggie's Luck. 

Maggie's Luck, a foal of 1973, and her 10-year-old 
daughter Maggie Me Allister (by Ward McAllister) are 
among the 20-some broodmares Mr. Reynolds boards 
year-round at Worthington Farms. Worthington Winner is 
Mag^e Me Allister's second foal. Her only other foal to 
race is a 4-year-old Northern Raja colt. Brick Rider, still 
owned by Mr. Reynolds, who is a winner of $111,020.

off a second-place finish in the Maryland Million Bud- 
weiser Classic—helped narrow the field down to only 
four starters. 

Rum and Gold, posted at 14-1 odds, was by far the 
longest-priced entry. Taking an inside course near the rail 
under rider Alberto Delgado, he opened up a wide mar¬ 
gin in the stretch and prevailed by a half-length over Mas¬ 
ter Speaker. Baron de Vaux finished another four lengths 
back, followed by Rebuff. 

The soft turf may have worked to the advantage of 
Rum and Gold, who had started unsuccessfully against 
$50,000 claimers the month before. 

Willson, a bloodstock agent and former bid spotter 
for the Fasig-Tipton Company, has only had Rum and 
Gold in his Pimlico barn since September.

Rum and Gold's dam 
Rumaro (by Jungle Savage) was purchased as a yearling 
by Willson on behalf of his client Richard W. Rose at the 
1981 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Fall sales for $52,000. Rose, 
who lives in Wayne, 111., is a commodities broker in Chi¬ 
cago. 

A hard-hitting filly, Rumaro won seven of 12 starts, 
including the 1983 Waya Stakes at Laurel, and placed sec¬ 
ond in the Gala Lil Handicap, earning $67,080. Still owned 
by Rose, she is boarded year-round at Willson's Point 
Lookout Farm in Woodbine (Md.). 

Rum and Gold is Rumaro's second foal. Her first, a 
1985 Norcliffe filly named Cilladar, won $47,230 for Rose 
before joining the broodmare contingent at Point Lookout 
this year. She is carrying her first foal, by Caveat. Rumaro 
also has a 3-year-old Val de I'Orne (Fr) colt, Val de Nay, 
who is owned by Willson and is a winner of $17,640 this 
year, and a yearling filly by Assert (Ire). She slipped an 
Iron foal several weeks before her due date last spring, but 
is back in foal to Two Punch.

■ After 15 months and three missed 
deadlines. Greenwood Racing, Inc., a 
Delaware corporation owned by former 
British bookmaker Bob Green, has 
completed the purchase of Phila¬ 
delphia Park race track from Interna¬ 
tional Thoroughbred Breeders, Inc. 

The price was a reported $67 mil¬ 
lion, subject to adjustment. Green¬ 
wood agreed to reimburse ITB up to 
$4,325,000 for expenditures ITB made 
in the development of off-track betting 
facilities in Pennsylvania. 

The sales agreement, which does 
not include any restriction on the 
number of racing dates the new owner 
may request for 1991, could place Phila¬ 
delphia Park in direct competition with 
nearby Garden State. Garden State is 
still owned by 1TB. 

■ Pok Ta Pok, one of the nation's top 
sprinters last season, is set to enter stud 
at Norman Artabane's Middle Creek 
Farms in Waymart near Scranton. A 
5-year-old son of Full Pocket—Tiy by 
Nalees Man, Pok Ta Pok won the 1989 
Bold Ruler Handicap-G2, Roseben 
Handicap-G3 and Coaltown Stakes and 


finished third in the True North Hand- 
icap-G2. He has seven victories from 22 
career starts and earnings of more than 
$300,000. 

Artabane, who purchased the horse 
privately last January, is working to de¬ 
velop Middle Creek into a "large com¬ 
mercial operation for the purpose of 
raising young horses, not only to race 
in the future but also to sell." 

With his three children, Norman Jr., 
Alexis and T.D., and his wife JoAnn, 
Artabane has campaigned major earn¬ 
ers Sea Hunter and Dusty Talc.

From The Jockey Club 

■ The Jockey Club advises owners and 
breeders that the majority of registra¬ 
tion/blood-typing kits for foals of 1990 
have now been mailed. The kit should 
be used and the accompanying form 
completed as soon as possible. 

The deadline for Thoroughbred reg¬ 
istration is 12 months after the birth of 
the foal. 

In cases where the registration pro¬ 
cess is delayed because of insufficient or 
incorrect information, owners and 
breeders risk passing this deadline if 
the initial registration/blood-typing 
steps are not completed at the earliest 
opportunity. 

The resources of the registration de¬ 
partment are there to assist owners and 
breeders, and The Jockey Club is mak¬ 
ing a special plea this year for coopera¬ 
tion in the timely completion of regis¬ 
tration applications and blood-testing. 

■ The Jockey Club also reminds stal¬ 
lion owners and managers that all re¬ 
ports of mares bred should have been 
filed by now. 

Any remaining RMBs must be ac¬ 
companied by a notarized letter ex¬ 
plaining why the RMB is being filed af¬ 
ter the August 1 deadline. 


■ Service certificates have been mailed 
slightly later than usual this year, as the 
certificates have been re-printed to in¬ 
clude bar codes. 

The Jockey Club started to use bar¬ 
coding on forms earlier this year. This 
has made it much easier to track all ap¬ 
plications and reports from the day 
they are received. This should result in 
a further improvement of service. 

■ The Jockey Club welcomes construc¬ 
tive comments and suggestions as to 
how the registry can improve its ser¬ 
vice. Improvements continue to be 
made, but input from those who have 
to complete registration forms is essen¬ 
tial if these improvements are to have 
the maximum effect.

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Frontrunner Yaw wins 
Fair Hill's Manly Cup

1 he Manly was Yaw's first stakes win ever, and 
his owners, the Entenmanns, were here to watch," 
exclaimed Yaw's rider Jonathan Smart, breaking 
through his usual British reserve. 

"It was also my first stakes win since I was hurt a 
year and a half ago," the 27-year-old added with his 
shy smile, "and my mother was here from England to 
see it, too." 

The $25,000 Manly Steeplechase Cup was the cen¬ 
terpiece at Fair Hill Races' traditional fall hunt meet¬ 
ing, held on an exquisitely balmy September 29. 

Rokeby Stables' Topsider gelding Senator Brady, rid¬ 
den by 1989 champion jockey James (Chuck) Law¬ 


rence, snatched the lead at the start of the two and 
three-eighths mile route over 16 National fences. 

However, by the time the five-horse field passed the 
grandstand the first time. Smart had given Yaw his 
head and drawn away. 

A frontrunning position has always been that 
gelding's preferred style, but it hasn't always stood 
him in good stead. Last year, this son of Seattle Slew 
led the pack for three-quarters of the $250,000 Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Steeplechase, only to fade to seventh and last. 
Two weeks later. Yaw jumped to the lead in a starter 
handicap at Camden, S.C., but fell at the fourth fence. 

This season has been a decided improvement. Yaw 
won at Radnor and Southern Pines in the spring, was 
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third in the Temple Gwathmey at Middleburg and 
fourth at Belmont and Saratoga in allowance company. 

'"He's not an easy horse to rate/' Smart explained. 
"But after the favorite, (William C. Lickle's) Victorian 
Hill, was scratched, we just figured we'd let our horse 
take the lead, if that's what he wanted to do, and see 
how it went." 

The result was a resounding four-length victory 
over Senator Brady. Several more lengths back, in 
third, came Beverly Steinman's Morewoods, trained 
by Paul Fout and ridden by Patrick Cooney. 

According to trainer Jonathan Sheppard, Timber 
Bay Farm (Mr. and Mrs. William Entenmann of New 
York) acquired Yaw as an unraced 3-year-old from "the 
Slew crew," the (Mickey) Taylors and the (Jim) Hills. 
The Manly—Yaw's eighth career win—pushed his 
earnings to more than $100,000. Sheppard also indi¬ 
cated that Yaw was expected to be in the lineup for the 
Breeders' Cup Steeplechase at Belmont in October. 

Sheppard, of Unionville, Pa., has been the leading 
American steeplechase conditioner in races won in 14 
of the last 17 years. The one who beat out Sheppard in 
those three "off" years (1973, '80 and '86) is W. Burling 
Cocks, trainer of second-place finisher Senator Brady. 
Not surprisingly, the two veterans, both members of 
the Hall of Fame, are knocking heads again this sea¬ 
son: Sheppard led 17 to 15 after Fair Hill. 


Smart, who suffered a broken leg and then experi¬ 
enced vision difficulties following a training accident 
in 1989, topped the jump jockey standings in 1988 with 
25 victories and $423,276 in money won (twice as much 
as the second leading rider that year, Ben Guessford). 
A native of England, Smart came to the U.S. in 1985 
with aspirations for the show ring. 

A full field of 15 started in the co-feature of the 
day—the three-mile timber race, this year named in 
honor of E.H. (Tiger) Bennett, a well-known gentle¬ 
man jockey who died several months ago. 

Apprentice jockey Chip Miller sent John Price's first¬ 
time timber starter Bob the Cat, trained by Miller's 
father Bruce, to the front early on and kept the 7-year- 
old gelding there as the field strung out behind him. 

Never more than a length or two back, however, was 
veteran John Bosley on Joe's O.K., with David Benson 
on his uncle Philip's Past Glory stalking that pair. 

As the field rounded the turn by the barns for the 
final time. Bob the Cat was passed by fresher horses. 
Joe's O.K. opened a comfortable margin, only to be 
challenged suddenly by a rush from Jack Fisher on 
Dover Ridge Farms' Push and Pull. 

Jonathan Smart and Timber Bay Farm's Yaw registered 
an impressive victory over Rokeby's Senator Brady in 
the featured Manly (opposite). Master McGrath (left, below) 
overtook All Eights to capture the maiden flat by a nose. 
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After nearly three miles, these two rocketed into the 
last fence and drove down the interminable Fair Hill 
stretch, with Joe's O.K. hanging on to defeat Push and 
Pull by a head. Past Glory picked up third, some 15 
lengths behind the leaders. 

"My heart was going a mile a minute," admitted 
Joe's O.K.'s breathless owner Oliver Keelan, a trans¬ 
planted native of Ireland who now makes his home in 
New Jersey. "We beat a really nice horse." 

Indeed, Push and Pull, owned by Rufus Williams of 
Glyndon (Md.), is a handsome gray gelding by Sham 
out of 1989 timber champion Call Louis's full sister 
Jump (by Ecole Etage). The 4-year-old won two Mary¬ 
land point-to-points (his first two starts) and showed 
the way in the maiden timber race on Virginia Gold 
Cup day until a fall at the 13th fence gave Joe's O.K. a 
clear path to victory. 

Trained by Marylander Alicia Murphy, Joe's O.K. is 
a crafty jumper who seems to improve with the height 
of the fences. If all continued to go well, the 7-year-old 
Mullineaux gelding out of Sandi's Star was to go on to 
The Plains, Va., for the International Gold Gup and to 
Unionville, Pa., for the four-mile Pennsylvania Gold 
Cup, where the purse was raised to $25,000 this year. 

Push and Pull, on the other hand, is a young horse 
whose connections are opting for seasoning. 

"We're going to do the novice series this fall," said 
Rufus Williams. "Hopefully, this will give Push some 
added experience in some easy races. We want him to 
be around a long time." 
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Fair Hill Races is one of only two hunt meetings in 
the country (the other being the inaugural 1990 Duel¬ 
ing Grounds meet in Kentucky) to offer pari-mutuel 
wagering. 

However, much of the fun always takes place before 
the tote board lights up. 

The initial event of the day was a large pony race, 
hotly contested by Emily Fenwick on Jay and Danielle 
Brewster on Taboo, with Fenwick the narrow victor. 
Stephanie Minor on Will-E-Echo was third and Jon¬ 
athan Kisor on Cindy, fourth. 

Emily Fenwick is the daughter of trainer/rider Char¬ 
lie Fenwick, five-time winner of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, and the sister of 16-year-old Charles Fenwick 111, 
recently graduated from pony racing to the profession¬ 
al ranks. 

Fenwick III had two mounts on the regular Fair Hill 
card, posting a first-place finish in the maiden claim¬ 
ing hurdle with Arcadia Stable's Free Throw. 

Following the pony race. Fair Hill invited retired 
steeplechase jockeys to compete in a flat race at a mile 
and a sixteenth, under the banner "Legends of the 
Turf." 

Former New York flat trainer Pat Myer, who now 
trains jumpers for Kinross Farm in Virginia, rode An¬ 
cient Barrister to best an undeniable legend, Joe 
Aitcheson, on Charlie Come Lately. Bruce Miller got up 
for third on Groshawk Stinger, while Colonial Cup¬ 
winning jockey Dave Washer came in fourth on Johnny 
Garland.

Chief Maryland steward Clinton Pitts Jr. and multi¬ 
ple Maryland Hunt Cup winner Janon Fisher III (riding 
in his stocking feet and khakis) battled it out for last 
place while Doug Worrall, Duck Martin and Noel Twy- 
man stood the middle ground. 

Run at catch weights, the race had one no-show: Leo 
O'Brien, who was rumored to have complained that he 
couldn't even make that impost. 

Other winners on the eight-race Fair Hill pari-mutu¬ 
el card included William Lickle's Master McGrath in 
the maiden turf; Ladonna McMillan's Liberty or Death 
in the maiden hurdle, division I; Brushwood Stable's 
Casquete (Chi) in the non-winners of two, claiming; 
Edward Kelly's Patagonico (Arg) in the maiden hurdle, 
division II; and, propping for the Breeders' Cup Stee¬ 
plechase, Frank Loving's Double Bill in the ARCA flat 
race. 

Fair Hill Races posted a handle of $212,424, and 
estimated attendance of 13,825. □

In the popular and highly competitive world of 
three-day eventing, the grandest achievement is a 
berth on the United States Olympic team. Horses and 
riders aspiring to that goal competed at the Fair Hill 
International Three-Day Event, October 26 to 28. 

Held on the beautiful grounds of Maryland's Fair 
Hill Natural Resources Center near Elkton, this compe¬ 
tition is designated a two-star CCI (Concours Complet 
International). The only other two-star CCI in America 
is held annually at Lexington, Ky., in the spring—and 
there are only ten to 15 at this level in the world. Any 
horse or rider hoping to represent the U.S. in an inter¬ 
national competition must complete just such a de¬ 
manding event even to be considered for the USET 
three-day squad. 

Charles Plumb, 24-year-old son of six-time USET 
rider Michael Plumb, led a field of 19 competitors at 
every phase to win his first CCI trial. 

His mount, Landino, an 11-year-old Holsteiner 
gelding owned by Nanci Lindroth of Vass, N.C., was 
equally new to international competition. 

However, Plumb and Landino have been working 
together toward this target for two years. The closest 
they'd come previously was fifth at the Radnor CCA 
event last fall and third at the advanced level at Mill- 
brook, N.Y., in September. 



"I knew this was going to be tough, and I just 
planned to do my best," explained Plumb, after it was 
all over. "Landino and I had competed in three ad¬ 
vanced events to prepare, but the Fair Hill cross-coun¬ 
try was the biggest I've ever done. 

"In addition, I had a fall in my last event at Ledyard 
(Mass.)," Plumb continued. "I was mad at myself be¬ 
cause it was my mental mistake that caused the fall. 
Landino is too good a horse for that. I wasn't going to 
let him down this time." 

The first phase of competition, dressage, took place 
Friday, with a brisk wind scattering leaves and whip¬ 
ping horses' tails. 

Julie Gomena of Middleburg, Va., on the Irish Thor¬ 
oughbred Ballyhack, took the early lead with a score of 
50.8. Half the competitors had completed their tests 
when Plumb and Landino started the afternoon ses¬ 
sion with a flashy as well as accurate trip to edge ahead 
of Gomena with 50.2. In third place was Courtney 
Ramsey on Stateside with 52.8, and fourth, Michael 
Godfrey on Shannon at 53.4. 

Saturday was a glorious fall day. The wind had 
dropped and brilliant sunshine warmed the air, per¬ 
fect for cross-country. 
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Whereas dressage rewards precision and control, 
cross-country is a contest of speed and endurance in 
four phases. 

Phase A is the first of two roads and tracks sections 
designed to warm up the horse and rider over two to 
four miles at a brisk trot. This is followed by the stee¬ 
plechase phase: two miles over ten brush fences at rac¬ 
ing speed. Phase C, immediately following, is another 
roads and tracks from six to ten miles in length. 

At the end of this phase, there is a mandatory ten- 
minute break for an examination by course veter¬ 
inarians to determine whether the horse is fit to con¬ 
tinue on the crucial phase D: a cross-country gallop, 
four to five miles long, over 28 obstacles ranging up to 
3'11" in height and 5'11" spread. 

The Fair Hill course was designed by Michael Tucker 
of Gloucestershire, England, who competed numer¬ 
ous times for the British combined training squads. 

"My job," said Tucker, "is to frighten the riders 
without frightening the horses, to create something 
that is both challenging, yet appropriate to the level." 

Of the 18 competitors remaining (fifth-placed 
Smiley Begorrah, ridden by Alexandra Tatham, with¬ 
drew from competition after dressage) only 12 com¬ 
pleted the cross-country phase—none of them without 
time penalties.

'The questions are there," explained Denis Glac- 
cum, a member of the Fair Hill board of directors and a 
three-day competitor and instructor himself. 

"The course can be difficult because it is typical of 
the English courses," Glaccum continued, "where the 
problems fit in so naturally that the rider may not real¬ 
ize they are there until he or she experiences them." 

Ralph Hill, who ultimately finished fourth in this 
first CCI for his horse. Freeway, described the situation 
similarly. 

"The course presented lots of compression exer¬ 
cises," Hill said. "You could get your horse into the 
jump, but they had to get themselves out—and you, 
the rider, had to trust them. Developing that kind of 
partnership, oneness with your horse, is one of this 
sport's great rewards." 

As for Plumb and Landino, they relished the chal¬ 
lenge. 

"Landino is a big, scopey jumper so I was able to 
take the quickest—but hardest—route possible," said 
Plumb, who experienced no jumping penalties. 

Still, Plumb was unable to complete the course in 
the allotted time, although he came closest of all, in¬ 
curring only 4.8 time faults. 

"The ground at Fair Hill with its lovely, old turf is 
among the nicest in the world," exclaimed veteran 
Karen Lende, 1989 Fair Hill International victor, who 
finished seventh this year on the young gray Thor¬ 
oughbred Park Hall. 

"However, the terrain, the up hill and down," 
Lende added, "always cuts into your speed." 

By the end of Saturday, time was indeed of the es¬ 
sence. Plumb and Landino were able to hold first place; 
Julie Gomena and Ballyhack retired from the competi¬ 
tion without completing the cross-country; Michael 
Godfrey and Shannon moved from fourth to second as 
a result of zero jumping faults and only 10.8 time pen¬ 
alties; and Jim Graham on Easter Parade and Ralph Hill 
on Freeway also inched closer with their clear jumping 
rounds and fast times. 

The three-day event culminates with stadium jump¬ 
ing. After another veterinary check for condition and 
soundness, competitors enter a final show ring jump¬ 
ing phase designed "to prove that on the day after a 
severe test of endurance, the horses have retained the 
suppleness, energy and obedience necessary." 

In stadium, the best score goes to the horse and 
rider who knock down the fewest jumps within a spe¬ 
cified time limit. The 1990 Fair Hill course was de¬ 
signed by USET Olympic show jumping star Anne 
Kursinski of Flemington, N.J. 

Again the difficulty was such that no competitor 
was able to score a perfect round. All the leaders, how¬ 
ever, were proficient enough that the final order of fin¬ 
ish was unchanged from Saturday. 
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The second place team, Michael Godfrey and Shan¬ 
non, a 10-year-old bay Thoroughbred mare owned by 
Jacqueline Vogel of Bedminster, N.J., negotiated the 
course without fault but accrued 1.25 time penalties. 

Charlie Plumb and Landino were brilliant and fast 
enough to beat the clock, but pulled a rail only three 
fences from home for five jumping faults. 

"1 got in close at the red oxer and then I made Lan¬ 
dino gallop on so he jumped flat at the water," Plumb 
analyzed. "Then, I should have set him up for the 
white gate, but I didn't do enough. By that point, we 
were out of sync and we hit the fence." 

Fair Hill marks the end of the three-day season for 
1990. Competition will begin again in early spring with 
the top level competitors looking toward the World 
Cup qualifiers and competitions. 

"For now, Landino and I will both get some time 
off," said Plumb, a solid six-footer, who was teased by 
fellow competitors about the weight he had lost to give 
his big bay horse (17.3 hands) an easier time. 

"As for next year, I have some decisions to make 
about where I can go with the horse," Plumb com¬ 
mented. "This was my first CCI, and I still have a lot to 
learn." 

Plumb, formerly of Chesapeake City, Md., and now 
living in Massachusetts, is also in the unusual position 
of competing for Olympic-level placement with his fa¬ 
ther, veteran USET rider Michael Plumb, who is also 
his coach. 

From the ear-to-ear grin which split the senior 
Plumb's face as Charlie made his victory gallop, squirt¬ 
ing spectators with champagne, the rivalry comes a lot 
closer to a team effort. □

William Cooney 

William S. (Bill) Cooney Jr., a popu¬ 
lar Maryland horseman, died Septem¬ 
ber 26 at Carroll County General Hospi¬ 
tal following a brief illness. He was 73. 

A native of Baltimore, Cooney start¬ 
ed out in racing in about 1940 with a 
mare. Nimble Pins, whom he kept un¬ 
der the front porch of his house. When 
World War II broke out Cooney sold his 
horse and joined the Army. ''After the 
War he went looking for her," reports 
Cooney's daughter Betty Little. "And 
found her pulling a huckster wagon in 
downtown Baltimore. She and he lived 
happily together for many more years." 

Cooney worked at Sagamore Farm 
and the O'Farrell brothers' Windy Hills 
Farm, as well as several other horse 
breeding establishments, before start¬ 
ing his own horse shipping business in 
the late 1960s. A one-man, one-van op¬ 
eration, Cooney's business took him all 
over the state.

■ Among the high-point winners 
honored at the annual awards 
banquet of the Association of 
Maryland Horse Shows was 
champion hunter Toots, who 
appeared on the cover with her 
owner, John Thomas Sadler Jr., in the 
saddle. 

■ Adolphe Pons, whose son John had 
recently left his position as manager 
of the family's Country Life Farm for 
duty with the U.S. Remount at Fort 
Reno, Okla., reported the sale of four 
weanings to a client in Louisiana and 
a draft of mares to California. 

■ A photograph taken at the fall sales 
showed the "Maryland bids board," 
an innovation perfected by MHBA 
director Harry Straus which had 
prompted many inquiries. The new 
device displayed the last bid taken 
and worked on the same principle as 
the Straus-invented Totalisator.

■ Good Move, a gray daughter of 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt-bred champions 
Native Dancer and Next Move, added 
Laurel's Selima to her Spinaway 
Stakes victory, giving her a total of 
$112,988 for the year and landing her 
on the cover of the Maryland 
Horse. 

■ Three Marylanders were honored 
by the TRA for superior achievement 


in the field of journalism during 1960. 
The Baltimore News Post's Charles 
Lamb was cited for his news story on 
Bally Ache's Preakness and Edward 
Ewing of Frederick for a photograph 
of four horses approaching the finish 
line at Delaware Park with all their 
hooves off the ground. Teddy Cox, a 
native of Hooper's Island, received 
the Bill Corum Memorial award for a 
feature story which appeared in the 
Morning Telegraph and Daily Racing 
Form. 

■ After getting away poorly from the 
Newmarket barrier used for the start. 
Harmonizing got up to finish two 
lengths behind Bald Eagle, who was 
scoring his second consecutive win in 
the Washington, DC., International.

Editorial 


Racing's Response to Breakdowns 

The most common line on the tragedies at the Breeders' Cup 
has been that the breakdowns and euthanasia were nothing more 
significant than nationwide exposure of an inevitable aspect of rac¬ 
ing, and that the American public would likely accept that reality if 
only it were "educated" to it. 

In fact, however, most adults already understand that horrible 
accidents occasionally occur. Even jet airplanes sometimes crash. 
But what they will not tolerate is casual acceptance of horror and 
suffering. After graphic television coverage of a terrible plane crash, 
for example, viewers do not expect to hear those in charge say that 
such accidents are "a part of flying." 

Those associated with tragic accidents are assumed to be in¬ 
censed, but more importantly, committed publicly to taking every 
step possible to prevent recurrence or, at the very least, to minimize 
their tragic impact. Ideally, a national spokesman for racing should 
have announced that no stone would be left unturned in an investi¬ 
gation of the accidents. Even if they were found unavoidable and 
unpredictable, knowing that would be worthwhile. 

While some in the industry are obsessed with therapeutic 
medications (in spite of widespread use in other sports and public 
acceptance), seemingly no one in racing has either a position or a 
credible response to the problem of race track breakdowns, a public- 
relations issue on which the industry may potentially be far more 
vulnerable.
